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Trade  Surplus  Falls  -  January's 
agricultural  trade  surplus  declined  to 
less  than  $1 .3  billion  from  nearly 
$2.0  billion  during  December, 
according  to  U.S.  Census  Bureau 
data  released  last  week.  Exports 
dropped  $264  million,  probably  due 
in  part  to  the  shift  in  reporting 
commodities  under  the  new 
Harmonized  System.  Imports 
gained  $268  million.  Still,  fiscal 
year  1989’s  trade  surplus  is  up 
about  50  percent  from  last  year 
(see  table  3). 

Exports  Decline  -  Agricultural 
exports  in  January  approached 
$3.4  billion,  7  percent  less  than  the 
previous  month,  as  declines  for 
soybeans,  soybean  meal,  cotton, 
and  rice  outweighed  gains  in  wheat, 
corn,  and  tobacco  (table  5). 

Corn  exports  moved  up  about  $20 
million  with  larger  shipments  to  the 
USSR,  Spain,  Portugal,  Taiwan, 
Algeria,  and  Egypt.  During  the  first  4 
months  of  fiscal  year  1989,  U.S.  corn 
exports  to  the  USSR  reached  7.6 
million  tons  compared  with  less  than 
1 .7  million  tons  for  the  same  months 
the  previous  year. 

Soybean  exports  fell  $21  million 
below  December’s  value.  Reduced 
shipments  to  Japan  and  Taiwan 
accounted  for  most  of  the  1 00,000 
ton  decline.  Soybean  export  volume 
during  the  first  4  months  of  fiscal 
year  1989  are  running  about  32 
percent  behind  last  year’s  pace, 
primarily  because  of  the  1988 
drought. 

Wheat  exports  in  January  surged  18 
percent  above  December’s  value, 
reflecting  increased  shipments  to 
Pakistan,  Egypt,  Iraq,  the  USSR, 
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and  Mexico.  Export  prices  also 
continued  to  advance,  averaging 
about  $160  per  ton.  Although  total 
wheat  export  volume  from  October 
through  January  was  down  5  percent 
from  the  same  period  last  year, 
export  value  has  soared  almost  50 
percent. 

Cotton  export  value  in  January  fell 
30  percent  below  December’s  pace 
owing  primarily  to  slower  shipments 
to  Iraq  and  several  other  countries, 
lower  average  export  unit  prices,  and 
lags  in  reporting  under  the  new 
Harmonized  System.  All  export  and 
import  commodities  were  reclassified 
beginning  with  January’s  data, 
possibly  resulting  in  delayed  receipt 
of  some  documents.  (Steve 
MacDonald,  202-786-1821). 

Imports  Rise  -  January  imports  of 
farm  products  accelerated  to  more 
than  $1 .9  billion  with  gains  across  a 
wide  spectrum.  Coffee  moved 
ahead  of  December’s  pace  by  $50 
million,  followed  by  cocoa  products 
and  crude  rubber.  Among  the 
notable  competitive  commodity 
increases  were  meat,  fruits,  and 
vegetables  (table  6).

Agricultural  Exports  «  California 
remained  the  leader  among  state 
exporters  during  fiscal  1988  with  an 
estimated  $3.4  billion  in  fruits,  nuts, 
✓egetables,  cotton,  rice,  and  other 
sommodities,  Iowa.  Illinois,  Kansas, 
Texas,  and  Nebraska  topped  the  list 
Sates  with  large  export  gains 
with  increases  averaging  nearly 
$500  million  (see  tabfe  4).
